ROMAN EXCAVATIONS. 

The following letter has been addressed to the Editor 
of the Tunes 

Sir,—I regret to say that the excavations on the site 
of the Roman city of Uriconiam are on the eve of being 
interrupted through the want of funds, and I wil! ask 

ission throug! your columns to take oportanity of 
stating briefly the extent of the discoveries already 
made, and of appealing to the public for support in 
continuing them. It is proposed to discontinue the 
work during the winter, and to recommence on the 
approach of longer dave, when we hope to have suffi- 
cient funds in hand, keeping only one man employed 
to take careofthe ruins already uncovered, and I may 
add that the excavations will still remain open to 
visiters. 

The discoveries hitherto made are these :—First, the 
basilica of the Roman city, or in plainer terms, the town. 
hall, an extensive building, which from accidental cir- 
cumstances at the commencement of the undertaking 
the excavation committee were obliged to fll up. 
Second, the extensive public baths of Uriconiam, of the 
importance of which your readers will form some notion 
when I tell them that this building covers four times the 
space of the baths discovered at Pompeii. It is the 
more interesting to be able thus to examine In our 
island the ~~ sanitary institutions which were estab- 
lished here by the Romane at a moment when the question 
is so much agitated of introducing the same description 
of baths among our modern population, Third, a build- 
ing, also of some extent, which there can now be little 
doubt was a market-p'ace. Fourth, a laboratory of some 
description or other, with the remains of furnaces and 
other circumstances which lead me to look u it as 
the workshop of an enameiler, and this opinion soems 
partly confirmed by a recent and curious discovery. 
Just within the entranve of this workshop a heap of 
sixty coins was found, aad near them fragments of a anall 
earthen vessel which had, perhaps, contalaed them ; 
among, or close to, these coins lay a steel button beau- 
titully ornamented by damasceaing, and tly 
dropped there when it was quite new, and, Í suspect 
made in thisidentical shop. The coins, which have un 
yet been fully examined, will give another clue to the 
exact period when the Roman city was destroyed, Fifth, 
some buildings between this workshop and the 
baths, aod adjoloing the south wail of 
which were very put ing at fest, bus further 
excavation seems to demoustrate that they were public 
cloacae. All these buildings with some others which have 
wet been opened, form an extensive square, bouaded un 
the nort and south by parallel streets, and on the west 
‘acing the Forum of the Roman city, It will at be 
possible to examine the Forum itself, because the moder» 
cuad occupies the middle of it, but accidental discoveries 
made in the fleid on the other site seem to show that 
it had a large central area, enclosed with short stam 
olllars, and perhaps rails Oa the south of the southern 
of the two streets the buildings are fouad to cuntiuue 
slong the side of that street, and of another which 
rune southwardly at the right angles to it, aad which 
as a gatter on one side; but it is not at present pos- 
dble to say whether these aru public buildings or private 
houses, 

It will thus be seen that a very interesting, though 
small part of thie great Roman city has already been 
hrought to light. Anyone who has recently visited the 
Museum in Strersbury knows how many objects il- 
iustratiog the condition aud manners of its inhabitants 
have been deposited there. In fact, the lasportance of 
these excavations has now become too well attested 
t» allow them to depend oa the subscriptiuns which can 
be collected in the way we have been collecting them, 
and I think the time is come when her Majesty's 
Government might take it up as a work of na- 
wonal ioterest, and I have no doubt that any 
grant for this purpose would not be an uapopure 
mrone, I see in the colamns of one of our literary 
journals at this moment n hook advertised under the tithe 
Carthage and its Remains ; being an account of ex: 
cavations aad researches ofthe site of the Phoenician 
metropolis, and in other adjacent places, conducted 
under theauspices of her Majesty's Government, Surely, 
if money can be found tor excavating at Carthage, U 
ought not to be wanting for excavations on the site of 
une of the ancient el les in our owa island, which are 
certainly of much greater importance to us and to our 
national history. As thie assistance, however, is not at 
present given to us, we can only continue to look for 
public subseriptions, and they will be 1 2 received, 
ant may be sent either to the bank of a.
